War Is Blamed For Nervous 
Cases At Home As Well 
As On Battlefields 
By Dr. Morris FLshbein 
Editor, Journal of the American 
Medical Association, and of Hy- 
geia, the Health Magazine. 
People in the midst of a war, 
and ex en those at home, are likely 
to su ffer increasingly with mani­ 
festations related to their nerv ou s 
sy stem. 
Du ring the great war of 19 14-18 , 
the nu mber of cases in which 
there was sign of mental strain or 
lack of sleep as a resu lt of fear, 


shock and ex hau stion was far be­ 
y ond any thing that had been pre­ 
v iou sly anticipated. 
No one ex ­ 
pected that people at home wou ld 
begin to manifest sy mptoms as a 
resu lt of the ex cessiv e strain, wor- 
I ry or constant brooding on the 
war. 


Si nce 19 18 more and more at­ 
tention has been giv en tn anx iety 
states and to hy steria. 
Sy n ptom's 
in the anx iety state may take the 
form of profu se perspiring, gen­ 
eral x x eakness, and ev en ex ces­ 
siv e activ ity of the box v el. 
The 
chief manifestation is the fact that 
the anx iety is ou t of all propor­ 
tion to the cau se. 
In hy steria, the conditions that 
dev elop may be so sev ere as to re­ 
semble the most seriou s forms of 
disease. 
There sometimes is corn- 


plete loss of v oice, inability to 
hear or distu rbance of the ability 
to eat. 
In many instances, there 
are 
tremors 
and 
conv u lsions, 
sometimes loss of ability to mov e 
arms or legs. 
Sev ere cases hav e 
been discov ered in which patients 
fou nd it impossible to eat and 
hax ’e actu ally starx 'ed themselx 'es 
to the point where recov ery be­ 
came impossible. 
In more recent y ears, bombing 
of civ ilians and shelling of cities 
has greatly mu ltiplied the nu m­ 
ber of case.s of anx iety neu roses 
and hy steria. 
In Great Britain, 
a special cou ncil has been giv ing 
attention to treatment of persons 
who dev elop anx iet.v neu roses or 
hy steria immediately after an air 
raid. 


They hav e recommended aboli- 


tion of the term “shell shock’’ as 
one which reacts u nfav orably on 
the patient and on others. 
They 
point ou t also that, du ring air 
raids, there may be cases of genu ­ 
ine concu ssion of the brain. These 
howev er, constitu te only a small 
portion of the cases. 
Emotional 
shock is more frequ ent. Emotion­ 
al shocks rcpre.'^ent 8 0 per cent of 
the trou ble, both of the ty pe which 
occu rs su ddenly and of that which 
occu rs as a resu lt of pi'olonged 
strain. 
The most important step is to 
conv ince 
the 
person 
concerned 
that he does not hav e seriou s in­ 
ju ry or illness. 
The second step ^ 
is to prov ide enou gh rest and re­ 
lax ation to giv e opportu nity for 
recov ery .

This final Danzig issue 
was followed by the “ Danzig 1st 
Deutsch” release immediately after 
German occupation. 
The 
Teutonic 
Knights 
were 
members of a great military and 
religious order which sprang from 
the Crusades. 
Originally a hos­ 
pital 
group, 
m e m b e r s 
were 
knighted in 119 8 
From the 12th 
to the 14th century, the Teutonic 
Order pushed 
Germany’s 
fron­ 
tiers eastward, became independ­ 
ent rulers of a wide area In 1308 
the Knights gained possession of 
Danzig, lost it to Poland in 1455. 
The defeat of the Knights at 
Tannenberg, in 1410, by the Polish 
King Ladisiaus, marked the de­ 
cline of their power. Strife with« 
in the order, revolt of their gov­ 
erned 
districts 
followed. 
The 
French Revolution deprived the 
Knights of their estates, wiped the 
order out of existence. 
Hitler’s 
“ drive toward the east” has its 
basis in the hope of regaining the 
territory once ruled by this pow- 
trful group.

such help might be given us for 
protection of the population be­ 
hin d the fron t from an aggressor 
who uses the air force in a most 
in hum an m an n er again st civil­ 
ian s.”

said, “has shown her iden tity of 
fate with us. 
“. . . In addition to her boun ­ 
tiful m aterial help, well-equip­ 
ped volun teer forces have come 
from there to help us. 
He reviewed the n egotiation s 
precedin g the in vasion of Fin lan d 
by Soviet Russia an d said Fin - 
, lan d was ready to make “even 
heavy sacrifices to preserve the 
peace” but two weeks after the 
n egotiation s came to a stan dstill 
“the Soviet govern men t un ilater­

The presiden t praised the un i-

He said that 
politician s of high stan din g do n ot 
attem pt to do this because they 
realize it ten ds to lower efficien cy. 
He said he in ten ded to admin is­ 
ter the law, have a proper organ i­ 
zation that will fun ction un der all 
circumstan ces, train the person n el, 
in form the public as to the pro­ 
vision s of the law an d serve in ­ 
dividual cases with fairn ess an d 
dispatch. 
It was to discuss the local pro­ 
gram, talk over in dividual cases 
an d plan the future adm in istra­ 
tion that Mr. Haworth met with 
the commission an d directors. He 
visited the local office in the old 
postoffice buildin g, earlier in the 
even in g an d met all the staff 
members. 


Through the cooperation of a 
n umber of person s the Paren t-

Peace 1» A Woman’s 
Problem, Too 


Chief problem before the National Con­ 
ference on the Cause and Cure of War, 
meeting in Washington, D. C., was whether 
to seek an immediate peace or to wait until 
the nations of Europe had exhausted them­ 
selves and were ready for the cull count. 
The conference is composed entirely of 
women, interested in bringing peace to the 
world. The ladies have no desire to see the 
war go on simply 
because 
they 
adore 
watching a bloody fight. If they had their 
way, the war would end right now, and 
Hiller and Stalin w^ould be brought by the 
scruff of the neck to sit around a table to 
talk things over wdth other state leaders. 
Unfortunately, European affairs are no 
longer as easy as that. The women allied 
with the conference are fully aware of 
that. If a series of appeals by President 
Roosevelt could bring about peace in Eu- 
}ope, the conference would 
be 
only loo 
happy to endorse such a move. There is 
little reason to believe that the President 
could produce any such result, unless con­ 
ditions change drastically. 
Beyond that, there is probably another 
consideration. The members of the confer­ 
ence are not interested in peace as a mere 
word or as something that 
goes 
on be­ 
tween wars. Peace, they agree, must be 
permanent— or as permanent as anything 
in this world can be. 
The men who sit around the peace tables 
must not have their tongues in their cheeks 
their fingers crossed. The problems that 
brought about war must not be left dang­ 
ling so that another generation will again 
feel impelled to bear arms. And American 
intervention should be reserved for such a 
moment w hen it will be most effective. 
At the same time, the peace conference 
must not be put off until hates have been 
beat into a 
white-hot 
fury— until 
the 
w olves are ready to sit down for the feast. 
Real peace cannot come out of such an ar­ 
rangement. 


The ladies w ere not sure when they met 
in Washington which course they should 
recommend. They didn't 
mean, 
‘^Which 
course do we prefer?'" but rather, “ Which 
course will be most effective?" If thev had 
any choice, they would stop the 
war 
at 
jiice. 
The attitude of the distaff portion of 
our population in days w-hen war is abroad 
is mighty important. The twinkle of an 
eye, the tilt of a pretty head, the toss of a 
curl, the curve of a lip can send a peaceful 
man off to the nearest recruiting station 
with blood in his heart. 
Mothers, sw^eethearts, wives— all must 
take a definite stand on the question of 
war. Whether they belong to peace organ­ 
izations or not. they 
must 
help 
decide 
w hether this country 
wants 
peace 
and 
w'hat kind of peace it wants. 
It is not an easy decision to make. It is 
not half as easy as it sounds. If the bands 
should ever start playing again, it will be 
almost impossible to decide honestly.

Large supplies o f feeds in many 
sectio ns and attractive prices, he 
said, bro ught the increases and 
while livesto ck num bers are mo v­ 
ing to w ard a peak, the co untry 
also is at the peak cf a business 
cycle.

Death came only three days af- 
er he had published his “30” edi- 
ion of the enterprise, hav ing sold 
it last week to Newt Tims. In 
lis final publication, Pigg stated 
le had “stood for principle and 
justice, always had the future of 
the little boys and girls in mind, 
fought hard to sustain the prin­ 
ciple and propagate true justice.” 
“I hav e not, in my judgment,” 
he continued, “printed one line 
that would do anybody an in­ 
justice and I am willing to under­ 
go any suffering necessary that 
will qualify me for that celestial 
city.” 


Pigg was born October 28, 1855, 
at Knob Lick, Mo. When a young 
man he opened a small printing 
shop and his first order was for 
1,000 cards for a cigar manufac­ 
turer. He established the Farm ­ 
ington, Mo., News, now owned by 
Harry Denman, and later super­ 
v ised the building of a telephone 
system in St. Francis county. He 
founded the Enterprise January 
27, 19 03.

About 10 years ago Mr. Pigg 
mov ed his printing plant to the

nition in his work. Those who 
v isited the New York and San 
Francisco fairs last summer and 
enjoyed 
the 
unique 
displays 
housed 
in 
the 
Missouri 
State 
Buildings, 
which 
attracted 
so 
many thousands of persons, will 
be interested to learn something 
of the background of the man 
who superv ised both displays. 
During his high school days in 
Lafeyette, Indiana, Floyd Sayers 
worked his spare hours around 
the theatres. Later he earned his 
way through Purdue Univ ersity 
by building scenery and other 
back-stage positions. While a stu­ 
dent at Purdue he was a mem­ 
ber of the famous Harlequin club, 
a student theatrical organization, 
which had the honor of first pro­ 
curing George Ade’s “The College 
Widow” before it was made a 
professional road show. This per­ 
iod saw some of the greatest 
legitimate stage productions 
of 
the theatrical boom era and he 
refers to his interest in showman­ 
ship and the groundwork of ga­ 
thering ideas as starting there. 
After his Purdue days he started, 
in 19 14, in civ il engineering work 
and followed it since.

In 19 19 he became connected 
with the Missouri Highway De­
